s part of the BBC’s season of 
BA rere marking the 70th 
anniversary of the NHS, some 
of the country’s brightest young medical 
minds will be taking part in a new quiz 
this week. Hosted by Jo Brand and 
with Dr Helen Lawal on hand to explain 
the medical technicalities, it will test 
the participants on everything from 
anatomy to diagnosis skills. 

“| guess it’s a different take on University 
Challenge,” Helen tells us. “We have two 
teams of junior doctors from around the 
country battling it out, and | like to think of 
it as taking the doctors and the viewers on 
a journey round the hospital — starting with 
the waiting room in round one, then into 
the doctor’s surgery to diagnose a patient, 


picking out various specialist departments 
and then moving into the operating theatre!”
